The  lower  lefthand  corner  of  the  scoring  block  should  be  considered  as  home  plate. 
Progress  is  counter-clockwise  with  progress  to  first  base  indicated  in  lower  righthand 
prner,  to  second  in  upper  righthand  corner,  to  third  in  upper  lefthand  corner  and  to  home 
in  lower  left.  In  example  to  left,  batter  reached  first  on  an  error  by  the  second  baseman, 
stole  second,  went  to  third  on  a  wild  pitch  and  scored  on  a  passed  ball.  It  is  convenient  to 
circle  all  runs  as  shown  so  that  scoring  plays  may  be  seen  at  a  glance.

The  following  excerpt  from  the  Official 

Baseball  Rules  is  for  the  information  of 

the  fans. 

“4.10  IT  IS  A  REGULATION  GAME 

WHEN— 

(a)  The  home  team  shall  have  scored 
more  runs  in  eight  innings  than  the 
visiting  team  has  scored  in  nine 
innings ; 

(b)  The  home  team  scores  the  winning 
run  in  the  ninth  inning  before  the 
third  man  is  out.  If  a  batter  in  the 
last  half  of  the  final  inning  of  a  game 
hits  a  home  run  over  the  fence  or 
into  a  stand,  all  runners  on  base  at 
the  time,  as  well  as  the  batter,  shall 
be  entitled  to  score,  but  to  score 
legally,  all  bases  must  be  touched  in 
order  by  all  runners.  The  final  score 
of  such  game  shall  be  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  runs  made  by  each  team; 

(c)  If  the  score  is  even  at  the  end  of  nine 
completed  innings,  play  is  continued 
until  one  team  has  scored  more  runs 
than  the  other  in  an  equal  number  of 
innings;  provided,  that  if  the  home 
team  scores  the  winning  run  before 
the  third  man  is  out  in  any  inning 
after  the  ninth,  the  game  shall  ter¬ 
minate  and  be  a  regulation  game ; 

(d)  Terminated  by  the  umpire  on  ac¬ 
count  of  rain,  or  darkness,  or  other 
cause  which  makes  further  play  im¬ 
possible,  provided  five  or  more 


innings  have  been  played,  or  the 
home  team  has  scored  more  runs  in 
four  innings,  or  before  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  its  fifth  inning,  than  the  visit¬ 
ing  club  has  scored  in  five  completed 
innings ; 

(e)  The  umpire  terminated  play  after 
five  full  innings  have  been  completed, 
and  the  score  of  such  game  shall  be 
that  at  the  end  of  the  last  completed 
inning.  If,  however,  the  home  team 
shall  have  scored  more  total  runs 
than  the  visiting  team  when  the 
game  is  terminated  while  the  home 
team  is  at  bat,  the  score  of  such  game 
shall  be  the  total  runs  scored  by  each 
team.” 

“4.11  A  REGULATION  DRAWN  GAME 
shall  be  declared  by  the  umpire-in-chief  if 
he  terminates  play  because  of  rain,  dark¬ 
ness,  or  for  any  other  cause  that  makes 
further  play  impossible — 

(a)  If,  after  five  or  more  completed 
innings,  the  score  is  tied; 

(b)  If,  after  five  or  more  completed 
innings,  the  home  team  is  at  bat 
when  play  terminates  and  scores 
enough  runs  in  an  incompleted  inning 
to  make  its  total  score  equal  the  visit¬ 
ing  team’s  total  score ; 

(c)  If  the  home  team  shall  score,  in  its 
incomplete  fifth  inning,  a  run  or  runs 
to  equal  the  visiting  team’s  total 
score  in  its  five  complete  innings.”

“CLEANING  UP” 

It  takes  a  crew  of  about  75  sweepers  to  clean  up  Fenway  Park  after  a  sell-out 
doubleheader  or  night  game.  They  start  sweeping  the  minute  the  last  fan  has  left  the 
park,  and  it  usually  takes  them  about  six  hours  to  clean  up  the  debris.  Night  games 
generally  do  not  yield  as  many  truck  loads  —  usually  three,  averaging  two  tons  to  a 
truck  —  as  doubleheaders,  when  eight  to  10  tons  are  swept  away. 

When  the  weather  man  threatens  and  dark  clouds  gather  during  a  game,  a  crew 
of  25  canvas  men  are  alerted,  and  when  the  umpire  gives  the  word  —  they  usually 
get  the  infield  covered  in  about  five  to  10  minutes.

AMERICAN  LEAGUE  UMPIRES 

The  following  information  was  obtained  from  the  American  League  Red  Book  and  may  be  of 
interest  to  Red  Sox  fans.  Thomas  H.  Connolly,  Umpire-in-Chief,  is  starting  his  57th  year  in  organized 
ball.  He  was  an  active  American  League  umpire  from  1901  until  June  of  1931  when  he  became  Chief 
of  Umpires.  Bill  McGowan,  active  in  the  American  League  since  1925  came  up  from  the  International 
League,  as  did  Upton’s  Bill  Summers  in  1933,  and  Big  Cal  Hubbard  in  1936.  Both  Ed  Rommel  and 
Charlie  Berry  were  major  league  players  who  turned  to  umpiring.  Bill  Grieve,  Jim  Boyer  and  Joe 
Paparella  are  graduates  of  the  American  Association,  as  are  Bill  McKinley,  Ed  Hurley  and  John 
Stevens.  Art  Passarella  came  from  the  Texas  League.  Jim  Honochick  will  be  starting  his  Second 
year  in  the  American  League,  while  Hank  Soar  will  be  the  freshman  of  the  group.
